Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner contacted Applicant's representative L. Alan Collins to discuss a proposed Examiner's amendment. The 
Examiner pointed out that the amendment to claims 1 and 12 was not exactly the same one agreed to in the previous 
intereview. The Examiner explained how the claim as currently amended could still be rejected by combining a 
reference such as Daly with the prior art of record. Daly teaches a display system which utilizes a standard full color 
LCD display where the backight is modulated with image data to enhance the dynamic range of the display. The 
Examiner explained that Irwin could be modifed with such a reference to reject the claims as currently amended. The 
Examiner then proposed an Examiner's amendment to claims 1 and 12 that would overcome such a rejection and 
result in the Allowance of the claims. Applicant's representative then agreed to the Examiner's Amendment.
